An excellent food for 
a baby during the first six wekes of its 
life is simply diluted full cream condensed 
milk (the sweetened variety). Most 
babies will take to this quite well. It is 
very easy to prepare, and economical in 
use. 

One advantage of full-cream condensed 
milk is that it is completely free from 
dangerous germs. Boiling kills many of 
the germs present in fresh milk, but also 
destroys. essential vitamins. The. white 
film on the pan after milk has been boiled 
contains much of the vital teeth and bone-
